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The North Fork of the American River 
forms a remarkable division line between 
two great mining regions of central Cali- 
fornia. Omitting reference to quartz ledges 
common to both, the country south of this 
line has been rich in extensive surface min- 
ing, now greatly exhausted; but the coun- 
try north of it is characterized by deep hy- 
draulic and tunnel mining, as yet only mod- 
erately developed. We remember the time 
when, in this southern division, around Pla- 
cerville, Mud Springs, Coloma, Uniontown, 
and far away tothe south, men claimed 
only ten feet square of ground, and often, 


from a limited space, two or three thousand 


dollars would be taken out. But now these 
opportunities are past, and the miles and 
miles of surface, turned up to the bed rock, 
or even with a foot or two of the rock picked 
away, are left in heaps uselessly dried up 
in the sun; or else, smoothed down by la- 
bor, they are turned into fine grain fields 
and excellent fruit orchards. In other 
places a thick second growth of pine and 
cedar trees bas rapidly sprung up, and is 
giving the country the appearance of vast 
and beautiful groves. If the farmers claim- 
ing these lands would only take the trouble 
to thin out these young trees, that they may 


' grow trim and without knots, we judge that 


the timber alone on some of these grounds 
would be worsh, in twentysor thirty years, 
a hundred dollars to the acre. This work 
could be done with an axe very easily at 
odd spells during any season of the year, 
and would also add immensely to the at- 
tractive features of the lands and to their 
beauty and romance. 

But to the north of the American River, 
beginning with Todd’s Valley, Forest Hill, 
Michigan Bluffs,on by Yankee Jim’s, Iowa 
Hill, Gold Run, and Dutch Fiat, to Little 
York, Red Dog; on to Coluntbia, Chero- 
kee, San Juan, Camptonville, by Brandy 
City, Scales Diggings, to La Porte, Gibson- 
ville, Howland Flat, the hydraulic opera- 
tions are, year after year, developing more 
and more wonderfully, beyond belief, except 
to an eye-witness of the reality. In a gen- 
eral estimate we should say, the hydrautic 
mining lands through this region would, at 


a moderate computation, equal a hundred 


miles in length, a quarter of a mile wide, 
and a hundred feet deep, all of which is 
being, or is to be, worked off and sent into 
the valley below. 

The most wonderful developments of 
these vast quartz gravel deposits are at Gold 
Run, North Columbia, San Juan, Smarts- 
ville, and Brandy City> Fifty years can 
not exhaust this kind of mining, while for 
a hundred much of it must still be carried 
on. | 

In the region of San Juan the gravel de- 
posit has been washed away over two iund- 
red feet deep, and a steady advance is made 
into the hills on this level. At North Co-

mountains as the remnants of former quart- 
ose ejections, like lava flowing over the 
then existing surface in great quantities, 
which it is proved was the case in some 
portions of the world, and then that the 
storms of that early period, which, from 
the heated state of the earth and the wa- 
ters, must have been hundreds of times 
heavier than at the present, fell upon these 
newly ejected quartz masses, it is very easy 
to conceive how thg,results would be exactly 
as we now find them. All heated quartz 
brought in contact with water readily cracks 
to pieces. Thus the great masses would 
be rapidly broken up and carried away in 
the floods, rolled and worn into rounded 
boulders, pebbles, and sand, and deposited 
in the great river channels, as we now find 
them. Broken-up portions of rocks other 
than quartz and the harder primitive kinds, 
would be mostly reduced to clay and float 
away in the waters as mud, while the quartz 
rempants would be left almost alone in im- 
mense deposits, to fill up the previous chan- 
nels of rivers and await the adventurous 
spirit of present miners to develop their 
golden riches. Surely the present tacts har- 
monize with the supposition of such vast 
quartz lava-like ejections and the results

OUR EUROPEAN LETTER. 


FROM OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


BrvssE July, 1867. 


We came from Paris to Brussels, stop- 
ping by the way to look at some queer old 
French towns. Douai interested us much, 
both for what it isand for what it was 
There is a great Roman Catholic college 
here, in which multitudes of priests are 
constructed. ‘These frontier towns are for- 
tified with immense care. Douai is a walled 
town, with towers, and outside of these me- 
dizeval works there are elaborate fortifica- 
tions of the modern sort. Judging from 
the appearance of these border regions, one 
would suppose war to be the normal condi- 
tion of man. 

Every French town we have seen so far 
seems to be modeled, as much as possible, 
as much as possible, after Paris. Each has 
Boulevards, its “ Notre Dame,” and what- 
ever else is characteristically Parisian, re- 
produced with a somewhat pale splendor. 


BRUSSELS. . 


Brussels is one of the finest cities of its 
size in Europe. Ite history is also highly 
interesting. The hotels are usually found 
clustered near the Place Royale. A few 
steps brings us to the King of Belgium’s 
Palace, a very extensive white building, 
elegant enough, but not very striking, after 


One easily gains admission to the Palace to 
view the fine pictures which the King has 
collected.

I think the puerilities displayed 
in Roman Catholic ornamentation, mar its 
effect very much. The gaudy seems to 
overpower the grand. One feels the great- 
ness of the architectural work, but every- 
where the eye rests on paintings and deco- 
rations, which suggest dwarfed ideas con- 
cerning solemn things. Imagine yourself 
going to a show of wax figures which rep- 
resented apostles, saints, angels, and the Re- 
deemer himself! With just such puerile 
displays are the splendors of some of these 
Papal churches marred. One feels that a 
noble temple is degraded by such littleness 
of thought as the Roman Catholic piste 
shows. 


In these great cathedrals there seems to 
be no provision: made for anything like an 
auditorium. Everything is arranged with 
a spectacular aim. During worship a large 
mass of people is swaying uneasily hither 
and thither, not to hear, but to see. Crowds 
of priests with candles, &c., are performing 
in various attitudes. Really our Roman 
Catholic brethren are inconsiderate, in not 
providing an audience-room with ascending 
seats, after the manner of a theatre. AJ} 
mode of worship which is so entirely scenic, 
ought to have facilities for its exhibition. 
But our Papal friends seem to care very 


little for the people. Cathedrals are always | 


uncomfortable. Most of the worshippers 


have to stand. | 
A GREAT FESTIVAL. 


We were in Brussels at the inauguration 
of the “ Feast of the Holy Sacrament.” 
This is a religious ceremony celebrated with 
prodigious pomp for 14 days every year, in 
honor of the occurrence of certain alleged 
miracles. As nearly as I can ascertain the 
story runs thus: In the year 1370 some 
Jews stole the Sacramental emblems from 
the cathedral, and stabbed the sacred host. 
The host gave forth veritable blood in the 
most miraculous manner. The pious people 
of that day took 5 Jews and burned them 
alive,—for such was the mode of appeal to 
heretical consciences in those days. They 
also built a chapel on the spot where the 
host was stabbed and the Jews burned. In 
commemoration ef the vindicated host, a 14 
day’s festival is held in July of every year. 

St. Gudulis was crowded on the “ open- 
ing day.” It was Sunday. (I have seen no 
Sabbath yet in Europe.) The streets were 
crowded. Windows and house tops were 
thronged. Every available place about the 
cathedral was occupied. During the wor- 
ship the sound of a military band was heard. 
This agnounced the approach of the Proces- 
sion. The crowd of worshippers immedi- 
ately rushed for the doors, to — eligible 
places for sight-seeing.

The Use of Bone Meal for Milch Cows. 


A Mr. Olney stated at a Farmer’s Club 


Meeting in New York, that he had never 
known cattle which had a plentiful supply 
of bone meal, to be attacked with murrain. 
Young and growing animals were very fond 
of it. Calves would gladly lap it from the 
hand. There was no danger in feeding it ; 

cows would eat what they required, and no 


more. .Those that did.not need it would. 


not touch it. He thought dairy men would 
do well to feed this article to cows, since 
they were called upon to supply a consider- 


able quantity in their milk and in the pro- | 


duction of their young. There was a dif- 


ference between milch cows and oxen, in

Kinp or Woot To Raisr.—For 
the real wool raiser, no doubt the best poli- 
cy will ever be to raise the finest and best 
wool, free from excess of grease; but for 
small farmers who have rich farms on which 
a few sheep, 50 to 100, will do well, none 
present so great attractions now as do the 
Cotswolds. They grow to an immense size, 
Christmas mutton carcasses weighing over 
200 pounds, being almost every year brought 
to New York, and sell at the highest prices. 
They make large early lambs. The grades, 
half-bred, are very strongly marked, and the 
three-quarters pure are often hard to tell 
from the full-blood Cotswolds, except by the 
accurate and distinctive marks of parity of 
blood.— Zz. 


‘Carsotic Acip ror ExTERMINATING 
Mosquitors.—A correspondent of a New 
York paper writes that carbolic acid has re- 
cently been successfully used, near Rahway, 
New Jersey, for the extermination of mos- 
quitoes and flies. A small piece of cloth, 
saturated with the acid, was hung up in a 
room, and in two hours ‘the flies had entire- 
ly disappeared. In the evening the acid 
was tried in the kitchen, where the mosqui- 
toes were very troublesome, with like suc- 
cess. This remedy is worth trying, especially 
in the mosquito infested region of this State
